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Survival skill’ gets 
school attention

EAST JORDAN - He doesn’t like 
reading class. He calls it ‘‘boring.” 

No wonder. When he looked at his 
textbooks, he didn’t really understand 
how to translate the shapes of the 
letters into words and sentences. 

The truth was, he couldn't read very 
well. So he fell behind in. all his 
schoolwork, and sometimes became a 
discipline problem. 

This case is fictional, but common in 
real life. Reading problems make 
education difficult, but a new program 
in the East Jordan Middle School seeks 
to improve the situation. 

In the past, seventh and eighth 
graders didn’t have reading classes, 
although some reading instruction was 
given i1 English classes. Now all of the 
midd)s school’s approximately 300 


Seek more help for downtown 


EAST JORDAN - The city council 
approved requests Tuesday to rezone 
property for a mobile home park and to 
establish a commercial redevelopment 
district. 

Since both issues were discussed at 
length during public hearings last 
week, there was little discussion of 
either item at this week’s council 
meeting. 

There was, however, considerable 
discussion of a request from the 
Chamber of Commerce that the city 
contribute $1,000 to help the downtown 
renovation effort.

He said the $1,000 would be used to 
obtain an architect’s drawings of both 
sides of the 100 and 200 blocks of Main 
Street. These would give a general 
picture of how the street would look, 
but individual owners would still have 
to pay to have their own stores restored 
to the old-fashioned theme.

Ostling suggested that many tourists 
will stretch their vacations over to 
Monday when gasoline will. be 
available. 

State Representative Steve An- 
drews, whose 109th District includes 
the Boyne area, also supports Stacey’s 
resolution against weekend closings. 

The Republican from Wolverine said 
energy conservation people are using 
the weekend closings as a target to 
conserve energy. 

“Statistics indicate that ("weekend 

' closings) are not an area that will result 
in demonstrative energy saving. But it 
will havea devastating effect on 
tourism,” he said.

Irwin has co-sponsored a resolution 
calling for a gasohol day, June 20, to 
promote gasohol as an alternative 
energy source. 

Bruce McComb, deputy director of 
the Michigan Travel Bureau, said at 
his point no one considers gas rationing 
likely. 

“The idea is a contingency law that 
Carter has to give to Congress to set up 
future plans in the event of an 
emergency gasoline shortage.” 

McComb agreed that rationing 
would have an overwhelming effect on 
tourism in Michigan, especially because 
of the uncertainty of gasoline that 
would be put into the public’s mind. 

“The initial shock of rationing would 
make the public hold back on their 
traveling for a while just to find out 
what was happening and the effects of 
rationing,” he said. ‘‘Even after the 
initial shock, we would see fewer people 
traveling in Michigan.” 

Gas rationing would leave “Northern 
Michigan and the Upper Peninsula out 
in the cold,’’ McComb. said. . 

- “We may’ see. further travel in the 
southern secptons of Michigan, but 
even there are limitatioris because of 
the holding capacities’’’ of downstate 
recreation facilities, he said.

“That means a lot of (tourist) places 
could be very hurt, especially smaller 
places.” 


McComb speculated that tourism in 
Northern Michigan could lose more 
than 11 percent of its business. 

The reason is because of the distance 
Northern Michigan tourist resorts are 
from southern: population centers, he 
said. 

Charles E. Shipley, executive 
director of the Service Station Dealers 
Association of Michigan, said he has 
had “quarrels with the rationing and 
gas. station. weekend closing 
Programs.” 

If rationing is imposed there will be 
at least. a five cent per gallon increase 
in the. price of gasoline, he said. 

At both full service and self service 
gasoline stations the attendant would 
have to. make sure ‘the customer has 
gasoline coupons and ‘also that the 
customer doesn’t ‘put. any ‘more gas -in 
his car than what the coupon allots, 
Shipley ‘said.

students take a reading class in ad- 
dition to English. 

‘We had kids who read at the second 
grade level in with kids reading at the 
ninth grade level,’’ says Pam Allen, the 
school’s reading director. ‘‘That is not 
an effective way to teach reading, in my 
opinion.” 

A special reading program for slow 
readers was started last year, but 
didn’t include any funding for supplies. 
Last year, with the encouragement of 
the middle school staff, Allen and 
Principal Doug Shields asked the 
Board of Education to budget $7,600 in 
supplies to get the program off the 
ground. 

The board came up with the money. 
But the new system of teaching middle 
school reading involves more than 
extra dollars. Every teacher in the 
school except a physical education 
instructor teaches a reading class every 
day.- 

The students are grouped according 
to achievement level, so nobody is very 
far ahead or behind his classmates. The 
reading classes stress comprehension 
and getting information from printed 
materials. 

Reading differs from English, which 
Allen says puts more emphasis on 
grammar. ‘I guess you could say it’s a 
double dose,’’ she says, ‘‘but reading 
and English complement each other. 
They don't compete.” 

For most of the middle school staff, 
teaching reading is something new. 
What does a science teacher know 
about reading? 

“The science teacher can teach 
reading if given a structure to work in,”’ 
Allen says. ‘It’s structured enough to 
give some direction to the non-reading 
specialist. The staff sees the need for 
this.”’ 

Sixth grade teacher Phil Goebel says 
some teachers, ‘‘had a lot of questions 
at the beginning. If you've never 
taught this program, it could be dif- 
ficult.” 

“Some of them have never taught 
reading before, but the consensus 
would be that they enjoy it.’ 

Goebel says Allen is well organized 
and full of encouragement for the rest 
of the staff. ‘‘She really pushes us,” he 
said. “‘She does a great job. She’s really 
interested in reading.” 

The middle school has 48 students 
who are. reading at least two years 
below their grade level. These students 
are put in one of five special classes 
taught by Allen and Jamie Baumann. 

The smaller class size enables the 
two reading teachers to give more 
personolized attention. ‘They progress 


at the fastest rate they can, Allen says. 
“T set individual goals for all of them. 
Each kid has special reading dif- 
ficulties.’’ y 

Since they have had trouble keeping 


, up with their classmates, most of Allen 


and Baumann’s students say they 
don’t like reading. So the reading 
specialist's first job is to perk up their 
interest. . 

The students sometimes play board 
games, similar to Monopoly or 
Scrabble. But they must read to 
succeed in them. 

The new program includes special 
readers written simply enough to be 
understood by someone at a third grade 
reading level, but exciting enough to 
hold the interest of a middle school 


student. Dick and Jane are out for big 


kids. Subjects such as CB radios and 
motorcycles are in 

One way to interest students is to 
make books available to them. That’s 
the goal of the RIF {Reading Is 
Fundamental) program. Under RIF, 
every middie school student is given 
four books. The Rotary Club and 
American Legion both donated 8300 to 
help pay for the program. 

The reading program will be ex- 
panded next year. A special class for 
gifted readers will begin second 
semester for the school’s 30 best 
reading students. Allen says talented 
readers can become just as bored in a 
regular class as students who are below 
grade level. 

The excelled reading program will 
challenge them mentally and hopefully 
keep their interest. ‘‘You’ll have a very 
progressive group of kids together,” 
Allen says. “The sky’s the limit for 
where. they'll end up.” 

Since reading is done in everyday 
life, the new program also stresses 
“reading in contest areas,” which calls 
for special, emphasis on reading in all 
school subjects, such as math. 

“Think about a math book,” Allen 
says. “It has a table of contents. If a 
student doesn’t know how to use the 
table of contents, he will have trouble 


- learning the math.” 


“Knowing how to use the table of 
contents is a reading skill."’ 

Allen says these skills are important 

to everyone, even if they don’t go into 
occupations that require a good deal of 
reading. 
“You need to fill out a job ap- 
plication to get a job,” she says. 
“Think about it, if you went into the 
grocery store and couldn’t read the 
labels.” 

“It’s a survival skill. You use it in 
every aspect of life.”

Job insecurities 


Who do you work for? The recently 
settled Courter Inc. strike demon- 
strates. that sometimes that’s a hard 
question to answer. 

Normally, Boyne City resident 
Warren Todter is the man who calls the 
shots ut the town’s biggest industry. 
I’ve talked with Todter several times, 
and he always seems helpful and 
friendly, the kind of fellow you don’t 
mind having as a boss. 

But when push comes to shove, when 
a strike hit the plant, the situation 
changed. Knowing that Todter is the 
general manager, we called him several 
times, figuring he was the person from 
whom to get management’s opinions on 
the issue. 

But the local boss wasn’t the man to 
talk to anymore. Our calls were fun- 
nelled to Ken Gilbert, who appeared to 
be the company’s. designated 
spokesman. 

Gilbert didn’t seem to have decision- 
making power during the strike. When 
asked for anything other than the 
company’s official position statements, 
Gilbert would say he’d “get back” to us 
later. One Somewhat sensitive question 


even prompted a Bendix official from 
downstate to give us a call... 
What's the point of all this? .Cour- 
ter’s cértainly has the right to handle 
their affairs in any fashion they see fit. 
As a private company, they didn't 
really have to say anything about the 
strike to newspapers or anyone else.

But what's frightening is how little 
control local management apparently 
had during the strike. It’s disturbing 
that the decisions affecting the jobs of 
over 400 local people are made by a 
bunch of executives near Detroit. 
Union officials say they had no 
problems negotiating with local 
management. They say the trouble 
started when Bendix officials came into 
the picture. 


To anyone who makes his living in 


the Boyne City economy, Courter’s is a . 


vital. industry. To. corporate officials 
downstate, it’s a recently-acquired 
addition to their huge organization. As 
long as it’s a profit making venture, 
fine. 

But if it ever got to be a loser, or a 
nuisance, I don’t think they would 
hesitate to fold it. That’s the way big 
business works. - 

During the last weeks of the strike, I 
heard from three people who. were not 
in any position to know that Bendix 
was considering closing the plant. 
These turned out to be idle rumors, but 
their very existence proves that those 
who depend on absentee bosses for 
their livings are not.in the most secure 
positions possible. 

It’s easier to lay off workers or close 
a factory if you won’t have to face them 
in the grocery store next week. Our 
city’s factories have done a great deal 
for Boyne’s economic stability, but 
stability can be a fleeting thing. 
There's not much you can do about it 
except to realize it.

Which came to 
more than seven cents per slice.

But the question remains. What 
quirk of financial tomfoolery jacked the 
price of bread from six loaves for a 
quarter to seven cents a slice? With 
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Albert Einstein on the one hand and a 
calculator on the other, you'd be hard 
put to figure it out. 

It is easy to say the blame rests with 
the U.S. government - an organization 
that has never understood that people 
cannot afford to have things given to 
them. The more government does for 
us, the worse off we are. It has given 
the people so much they’re going broke. 
Taxes are raised so the government can 
force ‘‘benefits’” upon us. And these 
higher taxes mean eventual higher 
prices for all goods. 


Blaming Uncle Sam for these rising 
prices is not as sane as it is popular. 
But we've got to do it if we are going to 
shift the responsibility from our own 
shoulders. 

Now, there’s another highly im- 
portant unanswered question here. 
Why was I shopping in Petoskey when 
I live in Boyne City? That's a crime 
which, in bygone days, would have 
raised public clamor for a hanging.

Leaf pickup time again 
for Boyneand East Jordan 


City crews in Boyne City and East 
Jordan will be participating in ‘‘Clean- 
up Time” by making free pickups of 
leaves and yard rakings. 

Each year, the.cities set aside certain 
days when crews will pickup bags of 
such debris if they are left at the curb 
early in the morning. 

Since there are private companies 
which offer garbage pickup service, the 
cities won’t accept household garbage 
on their free pickups. Leaves, twigs ‘and 
grass clippings are what -they’re 


looking for. 
The debris must be tied in plastic 


garbage bags, and the bags must be 
placed on the curb early in the morning 
-- before 8 a.m. If you get missed, they 
won't have time to make return trips. 
Boyne City crews will pick up the 
garbage bags on Wednesday and 
Thursday, May 9 and 10 for homes 
north of the Boyne River, and on May 
16 and 17 for homes south of the river. 
East Jordan pickup days will be next 
Monday, May 7, in the first ward (west 
side of Lake Charlevoix), May 9 in the 
second ward (southern part of the city’s 
east side), and May 11 in the third ward 
(northern part of the east side).

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BOYNE CITY - Many people in 


town don’t even know Boyne City has a _ 


Mud Lake. The county is dotted with 
several other small lakes with the same 
name. 

But now a group of middle school 
students are paying attention to the 
body of water between Boyne Avenue 
and Grant Street. The 34 members of 
Harold Leach’s Conservation class 
spend their classtime cleaning the area 
and improving it for wildlife. 

Leach says that the lake once was 
home to wood ducks, a small duck that 
he says is now, “sort of an endangered 
species. I know there has been a 
tremendous effort to save these 
ducks.” 

According to Leach, the ducks were 
killed off by raccoons and skunks, 
which have multiplied rapidly since 
foxes and their other natural predators 
have been eliminated from the area. 

To give the wood ducks a better 
chance, the class has installed wooden 
nests on trees near the lake. The nests 
provide a place for the ducks to lay 
their eggs in safety. 

The class will also be building brush 

piles along the shore of the lake. “It 
gives small animals a place to hide,” 
Leach says. ‘‘It will be a place of 
refuge.” 

The brush piles will be made by first 
crisscrossing logs and then covering 
them with brush. The idea is to provide 
areas where smaller animals can hide 
from larger animals, such as dogs. 

Leach said he eventually hopes to 
start a tree identification program on 
the lake, but all of the class activity 
there must be approved by Elwood 
Dunlop, who owns the surrounding 
property. 

The first order of business this 
spring was to rid the lake of trash. ‘‘We

found there is quite a lot of litter,” 
Leach said. 

“It's taken us two weeks just to 
clean up the litter. Some people have 
used it as a dump.’ Leach estimates his 
students have carried away over a ton 
of litter. 


In addition to cleaning up a natural 
resource, Leach said his goal for the 
class is to teach them, ‘‘that you have 
to protect all wildlife. Even in town 
there are these small animals.” 

Leach says his students seem to have 
gotten the message. ‘‘They seem to 


he said, ‘although they do 
about 


enjoy it,” 
have their ups and downs 
picking up litter."’ 


He said studies how most trash is 


caused by young people, and hopes his 
students will learn to avoid the litter 
habit.

An 
estimated half million bags of litter will 
be picked up over the month-long 
period. 

The project was conceived by the 
Michigan United Conservation Clubs 
(MUCC) as a means of ridding road- 
sides, parks, fields and forests of cans 
and bottles and-other litter deposited 
before the state’s ‘'bottle bill’ took 
effect last Dec. 3. MUCC spearheaded 
the campaign that led to overwhelming 


voter approval of the bottle bill. 

The bill, which requires a deposit on 
beer and soft drink bottles and cans 
and bans ring pull tabs, aims at 
reducing litter by requiring a deposit 
on containers. It also seeks to reduce

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pfter the danger of frost is past. Or, 
plan on providing transplants’ and 
tender seedlings frost protection. 

--Transplant flowers and vegetables 
in the evening or on a cloudy day to 
give the plants a chance to get over the 
shock of transplanting before they have 
to withstand direct sunlight. They'll 
adjust better to outdoor conditions if 
they've had 10 to 14 days outdoors in a 
protected spot before being set into the 
garden. 


--Mulch or cultivate the vegetable 
garden to control weeds. When 
cultivating, cut or scrape weeds off just 
below the soil surface. . Deeper 
cultivation can injure the roots of crops 
and bring weed seeds up to the surface 
where they can germinate and grow. 

--Plant tuberous begonias and 
caladiums outdoors in shaded areas. 

--Fertilize spring-flowering bulbs 
before or during bloom. Remove flower 
heads after blossoms fade, but leave 
the foliage on the bulbs until it turns 
brown and dies. The leaves produce 
food to build up the bulbs for next 
year’s blossoms. 


--Fertilize roses and spray them at 
seven-to 10-day intervals as needed 
with an all-purpose rose spray to 
control diseases and irisects. Start 
spraying roses as soon as new growth 
appears, and continue through August. 

--Weak, old, damaged -or poorly 
places branches should be removed 
from spring flowering shrubs as soon as 


‘they finish blooming. Retain the 
young, vigorous growth that will bear | 


next year’s flowers. 
--Check pine trees for sawfly larvae,

cater Altar look-alikes that raise their 
heads when disturbed.

--Remove old flower heads from 
rhododendrons after they’ve bloomed. 

-Watch for sping and fall can- 
derworm larvae munching on the 
foliage of elm, cherry, beech, maple and 
hickory. These caterpillars travel with 
an inch-worm motion. A spray of 
Bacillus thuringiensis will control 
them.

--May is an excellent time to plant 
trees, evergreens, shrubs and ground 
covers. Be sure to remove pots or 
plastic from around the root balls and 
ropes or wires that may be present 
around tree trunks. Water well after 
planting and once every ‘B to 10 days if 
it doesn’t rain. 

--Water a new or: renovated lawn 
during dry periods to get it established 
before hot weather. 

--In-late May or early June, give an 
established lawn its first nitrogen 
” application of the year. Fertilizing 
earlier than this can predispose some 
turfgrass species to disease.

BOYNE CITY - Mother Nature has 
made life tough on trout fishermen 
during the season’s opening week, but 
that doesn’t mean people | aren't catch- 
ing fish. 

And better days are shad’ 

‘A week of chilly, rainy weather 
raised water levels and cut down on 
productivity in some Michigan rivers, 
but local fishermen who ignored the 
nasty weather had some good luck. 

Conditions should improve this 
weekend. Woody Hartlep of Woody’s 
Bait & Tackle Shop says rainbow trout 
started running in the Boyne River 
Wednesday, April 25. ‘‘The run will 
probably peak in the river this 
weekend,” he said. 

The entire Boyne River is now open. 
Until last Saturday, the river was open 
only to the dam between Boyne City 
and Boyne Falls. Woody says 
fishermen new to the area should try 
their luck on either side of the dam. He 
suggests spawn as the best trout bait. 

Another popular spot is the pond on 
M-75 in Boyne Falls. Hartlep said some 
people. use night crawlers, but better 
success has been reported with worms. 

“The guys were catching them 
yesterday with those little red com- 
mercial worms," he told a customer. 


But Hartlep, who has been selling 
bait in Boyne City for 58 years, says 
this year’s trout run is below average. 
“We don't have as big a run as usual 
because there hasn't been as much 
planting,” he said.

Charlevoix and the Boyne. River has 
been sadly neglected for the past two 
years,” he said. The Department of 
Natural Resources plants trout in 
various rivers and lakes, hoping they 


will reproduce and replenish fishing _ 


stock. 

Hartlep thinks the Boyne area 
doesn’t get its share of fish because 
local fishermen have complained about 
the introduction of salmon into the 
river and Lake Charlevoix: He says the 
large salmon have eliminated brook 
trout from the river. 

Trout are also starting to move in 
other area rivers, according to Jim 
Genc, a DNR conservation officer. He 
said steelhead have been seen in the 
Boyne and Bear ‘Rivers. Brook trout 
have also been spotted in some areas. 

Woody Hartlep says fishermen don’t 
have to: stick to rivers or Lake 


Charlevoix. ‘‘Your best fishing in this - 


area is Walloon Lake and Lake 
Louise,” he said, adding that trollers 
are having goou luck on’ Lake Louise 
(also known as Thumb Lake) fishing 
for splake, a hybrid trovt: developed by 
the DNR. 

Woody advises fishermen new to the 
area to visit any area trout shop to find 
out the inside dope on local fishing 
conditions. As he points out, they have 
a vested interest in dispensing good 
advice. 

“If you don’t catch fish, you won't 
buy bait,” he said. ‘‘A bait shop will 
give you the best information. they 
possibly can.”

But in 1976 the city’s Bicentennial 
Committee, headed by Catherine 
Jessup, chose Rotary Park as the 
community's bicentennial project, with 
the help of softball players, who 
donated their labor, and a $50,000 
grant from the Department of Natural 
Resources, the development of Rotary 
Park began. A country and western 
concert was also held to help raise 
money. : 


Soon Boyne City had its own softball 
fields and independent leagues. Tennis 
courts were originally supposed to be 
built last summer, but questions over 
bidding procedures delayed work.

Original plans had called for a general 
contractor to bid on the entire tennis 
court project and then hire sub- 
contractors. 

But a local contractor told the City 
Commission that this would be unfair 
to small local businessmen, so the 
commission had the jobs re-bid. Ac- 
cording to City Manager Tim Clifton, 
the delay helped escalate prices. 


The entire Rotary Park project was 
supposed to cost $50,000, with the 
DNR paying half. But Clifton says the 
final cost will be closer to $68,000, so 
the city will have to pay $38,000. — 


Clifton said the original estimate of 
$12,000 for each of the four tennis 
courts was probably too low. Sand base 
is needed to keep water from seeping 
through and cracking the courts. 

He said Rotary Park is susceptible to 
this because it lies on low land. The 
downtown Memorial Park courts have

a similar problem and are lined with 
cracks in the pavement. 

Clifton said the new asphalt courts 
will be, ‘‘the best in Boyne City. The 
only ones better in this immediate area 
will be the ones at Boyne Mountain and 
Walloon Hills.” 

Still needed are four tennis nets, 
which cost. $250 apiece. Clifton ‘said 
money for the nets could be found, but 
he’s hoping somebody will make a 
donation. 

Softball players should also find 
better facilities awaiting them this 
season. The A field backstop will be 
moved 43 feet and the B field backstop 
23. feet. 

The A field center field fence will be 
275 feet from home plate instead of the 


present 230 feet. That will make for ~ 


better campetition, according to 
softball leader Lynda Christensen, who 
has done so much for Rotary Park that 
the city has re-named the A field in her 
honor.

The B field has been named after 
Forbes Tompkins, who was city 
manager when the Rotary Park project 
began. 

Softball players complained last year 
that both fields were in bad playing 
condition. Clifton said the Christensen 
Field will be worked on this spring by 
city crews, with softball players also 
lending a hand. 

“We've never been afraid of hard 
work,’’ Christensen says, adding that 
improved field conditions will enable 
the park to sponsor state-wide tour- 
naments which ‘‘bring a lot of money 
into town.” 

Christensen said Rotary Park would 
be a popular spot for tournaments 
because of its location in a scenic part
